Paducah when he and his father-in- 
law, George Kock, resisted a holdup 
by two Kegroes. One of the Negroes 
was slain and the other 
escaped. 


Kock was slightly wounded. ilcGee 
was later arrested and chaiged with 
the slaying of Clark. Fear 
of A io- 


lence caused McCracken-jo officials 
to transfer him to a jail outside the 
county. 


ZMcGee was in the Graves-co jail at 


Mayfield until early yesterday, when 
he was transferred to Hopkmsville. 
The Mayfield jails were the first 
searched last night by the men. An 
hour and a half later they searched 
the jails at Paducah.

the men, though none was masked.

MORE SHEEP <ON STATE 


FEED LOTS THIS YEAR 


Madison — UP) — Approximately 


12Q..QOO head of sheep are on Wis- 
consin feed lots this year as com- 
pared "with 95,000 a year ago but 
about ten per cent fewer cattle are 
being fed for market than, were''fat- 
tened last year. 


Tiiese estimates were made today 


by "Walter Ebling, statistician for 
the "Wisconsin and U. S. Department 
of Agriculture here._ 


Tue number of sheep being- fed 


this year is the iargest in five or 
six 5 ears, due in the opinion of ifr. 
Ebling, to the good feed supply in 
Wisconsin as compared with many 
western states whose supplies were 
materially reduced by the drought. 


In the principal feeding states on 


Jan. 1, 1931 the number of sheep 
and Iambs on feed for market was 
about 13 per cent, equivalent to 775,- 
000 head. The average number es- 
timated on feed for the five-year 
period-1926-1930 was 4,810,000. 


The number of cattle on feed in 


the 11 corn belt states was 10 per 
cent smaller on Jan. 1, 1331 than on 
Jan. 1, 1930, Mr. Ebling said. The 
number of feed for market this year 
was the smallest since 1921 and prob 
ably the smallest since 1916, in the 
opinion of the statistician.

Sportsman Finds That 


Wolf Isn't "Fished Out"

results. For Instance, early in the 
season if rain has fallen to much 
extent just previous to one's visit, 
or if excessive snows have caused 
high, roily water to prevail.

It seems logical, therefore 
to then use surface flies. There i 
no secret to success. One is bound tc 
meet with it if one studies the mat 
ter and conforms as nearly as pos 
sible with the habits of nature's in 
habitants. 


Those of you who have heard me 


broadcast from Station WHBY wil 
remember that I dwelt somewhat, on 
the habits of brook trout and the 
proper lures to use in angling for 
them. I reiterate 
in ttiis article 


what I said there, so far as I have 
space. 


The stream I wisli to speak of now 


is the "Wolf river. Do not say it is 
"all fished out." It is to the care 
less fisherman. • But to the angler 
with, the proper equipment and a 
knowledge of how to use it let me 
say there are plenty of good fish 
j;et to be taken in the Wolf river 
For instance, at Twenty Day Itap 
ids is a stretch of water from which 
I invariably take fish of surprising 
size, and, in 
numbers enough to 


satisfy any angler who fishes foi 
the pure lore of it rather than for 
meat. And I take- them on flies 
too. 


A few miles above the reservation 


you leave 55 and take a. trail m to 
Twenty Day Rapids. Tou will hav 
to walk part of the way. But that 
is the reason it is not overfished.

before 600 -women peace leaders of 
the Cause and Cure of War confer- 
ence the way they looked at war.

is no cure foi -«ar. 


Major General John F. O'Ryan, 


who commanded the Twenty-seventh 
division in the World war, said the 
world court could cure war if the 
Un'ited States would join it. 


Ed-ward P. Warner, former aero- 


nautics secretary of the commerce 
department, said airplanes would be 
most difficult to deal with in dis- 
armament, "for in the air it is im- 
possible to define -what is to be lim- 
ited." 


Rear Admiral Mark L. Bristol of 


the navy general board, warned the 
delegates not to place too much, con- 
fidence in ending- international_strife 
through disarmament. 
* "" " 


"If you can produce the political, 


economical, social and religious con- 
ditions which, eliminate international 
selfish rivalry," he said, "you can 


develop a world v.herein armaments 
will disappear by common consent." 


Admh-al Pratt said the world is 


pockmarked by ignorance, selfish- 
ness, fear and intoleiance—"the fun- 
damental factors at the bottom of all 
wars." Even the possibility of lim- 
iting; -war and prolonging periods of 
peace, he said, is contingent upon

ADVANCES IN 


Authority Expresses Doubt 


That Flour Export Busi- 


ness Would Be Much 


BY JOHN P. BOUGHAN 


Chicago—W—Grain traders took 


their cue today largely from fluctua- 
tions in securities, and found ad- 
vances unstable. A further unset- 
tling influence was doubt express- 
ed by a leading authority that flour 
export business based on borrowed 
wheat would amount to much in 
view of low prices for Argentine and 
Canadian wheat. Rains in southern 
Argentina however, were reported 
as almost three times normal. 


A leading crop expert comment- 


ing today on the "Wickersham report 
said some persons had exaggerated 
ideas of the amount of grain used 
in the manufacture of alcoholic liq- 
uors, but that before.the passage of 
the ISth amendment the yearly use 
of corn thus was 20,000,000 bushels, 
an amount less than one per cent of 
the crop. He added that barley pro 
duction in the United States during 
the last ten years had doubled, in- 
creasing more rapidly than 
any 


other grain. 


Too much rain in Argentina and 


too little over India had a strength- 
ening effect on Liverpool wheat quo 
tations, and also .influenced the mar- 
ket here. Punjab province, the larg 
est wheat producing section of Inda 
was confirmed to be- urgently 'in 
need of moisture. The acreage cur- 
tained nearly 3 per cent. Unofficial 
reports said drought relief for wheat 
in United States dry areas was neg- 
ligible. 


Low temperatures likely to stim-
